On Flood Control 


TALLAHASSEE — Gov. Fuller 
Warren announced Monday that 
he had scheduled a meeting / in 
Washington Jan. 21 with army 
engineers and Florida's sénators 
to discuss an increased federal 
contribution to the $208,000,000 
flood control project for south and 
central Florida. 

Warren said pressure of bus- 
iness in Tallahassee had prevented 
an earlier meeting. Sen.. Claude 
Pepper and Spessard Holland will 
join Warren jn pressing apmy en- 
gineers to revise the present ‘plan. 

As it now stands, the federal 
government would contribute 32 
per cent or $171,000,000 to the 
project with the state putting up 
the remainder. 

Warren told the:state flood çon- 
trol committee Jast week that 
present revenues would not sup 
port the $37,000,000 state share 
of the project cost. 

He pointed out that reclama- 
tion projects in the Western states 
have obtained. more than 82 per- 
cent of the cost from federal 
funds.
